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Housing 



There should be no shortage of 
residence accomodation on the 
Laurentlan campus this falUAc- 
cording to Mr. Hennessey, Direc- 
tor of Services, applications for 
residence accomodation for the 
1974-75 academic year have risen 
over last year's figures. 

The residences at Laurentlan 
can accomodate 1,200 students. 
University College Rosidence, 
Huntington, Thornloe and Univer- 
sity of Sudbury are all toll, a 
change from last year when at 
University College, forty beds 
ware empty. 

The Single Students Apartment 
building and Married Students ap- 
artment tower are going Into their 
second year of operation. 170 out; 
of 400 beds have been rented in 
the Single Students Apartments* 
It is hoped that at least 200 beds 
will be filled* The outlook is more 
promising at the Married Students 
Apartments where It is forecasted 
that 125 of 120 apartments will be 
rented, 

DAMAGE 

Last April, damage totalling 
$1,500 was found Jn three of the 
Single Students Apartments, when 
ther6 was extensive damage. The 
students responsible were not re- 
turned the $50 caution fee they had 
paid at the start of the year* .Li 
some Instances damage was not 
extensive. For example. In apart- 



ments where walls were mnrked 
and had to be repainted. In these 
cases it was difficult todetermine 
how much the student should be 
asked to pay because often the 
whole wall or the entire room had 
to be repainted, 

WARNING 

Students living in the£!ngleStu- 
dents Apartments should beaware 
that any posters they tape to the 
wall will tear the paint oft 

A meeting between administra- 
tion and students will be held In 
the beginning of the year to make 
the students aware that they are 
responsible for any damage in 
their apartments. If a group of 
students are found to have damaje 
their apartment usually all are 
held responsible, even though 
somemay not be guilty, because it 
is difficult to determine whlchare 
innocent. 

In renting the Single Students 
Apartments, preference is given 
to second and third year students 
who apply in groups. This avoids 
conflicts later in cases where peo- 
ple do not get along well. It is 
presumed that by second or third 
year, the students will have cho- 
sen roomates who are compatible. 

No extensive damage has been 
reported in the Married Students 
Apartment Tower. The Admini- 
stration has received complaints 
concerning children playlntt in the

After teaching Philosophy at 
Villanova University and Xavier 
University in the United States, 
Dr. Monahan spent eight years at 
St. Francis Xavier University in 
Antlgonish, Nova Scotia, where he 
was professor of Philosophy, He 
was then appointed Associate Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Canadian 
Association of University Teach- 
ers. During the year 1970-71, 
he also served as Acting Director 
of the Canadian Council for Re- 
search in Education, At present, 
he is the executive-assistant to 
the Principal of Queen's Univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Monahan was editor of the 
Candlan Association of University 
Teacher's Bulletin and co-chair- 
man of the Commission of In- 
quiry on Forty Catholic Church 
related colleges and Universities 
in Canada- He has accepted the 
editorship of a proposed journal 
of higher education sponsored by 

the Canadian Society for the Stu- 
dy of Higher Education. 



The author of a dozen published 
articles, Dr. Monahan has also 
done a large number of book re- 
views. He is a memberorseveral 
learned societies and professional 
associations.

Pets have posed another pro- 
blem in the apartments. In the 
lease signed by all occupants, it 
was stated that no pets would be 
allowed. Some students over- 
looked this and had ppts living 
with them. These students have 
been sent a letter reminding them 
of the lease and explaining that 
either the pet or the person goes. 

As far as rents go for Married 
Students Apartments, the present 
cost Is $125 per month. The rent 
will not Increase this year but 
there may be an increase after 
April. 

ELSEWHERE 

The outlook for Laurentlan Stu- 
dent housing Is bright but not So * 
for several other Ontario univer- 
sities. At Guelph University it 
is feared that 600-700 students 
out of a total of 10,000 will have 
nowhere to live. The rents at 
Guelph have increased by $30, as 
at Lakehead University, where 
students who paid $120 per month 
last May will now have to pay 
$150 for the feame accomotJattocs. 

Due to the shortage of housing 
students at Guelph, Lakehead,Que- 
ens and Waterloo have decided to 
form tent cities.

BRUCE BOTHWELL 

Bom in Picton on July 25,1950, 
Bruce received his elementary ed- 
ucation at Oakvllle Acton and North 
Bay. In North Bay, he attended 
Dr. Carruthers Public School, Chi 
ppewa and Widdi field secondary 
schools. 

A hockey enthusiast, Bruce was 
a member of playground teams 
until he reached grade 9. In that 
year he played on the Chippewa 
school team. The following year he 
Joined the North Bay Trappers* 
junior team and played with them 
for that season and part of the next. 



He took his grade 13 at T.L. Ken- 
nedy Collegiate in Cooksville and 
played hockey that year with Bra- 
mpton in the Toronto Metro Junior) 
B League. 

While at Cooksville he accepted! 
the offer of a hockey scholarship 
to Ohio University in Athens,Ohio< 
He had completed a years' study! 
at Ohio when, in the aftermath 
of the Kent State incident, Ohio 
University, like other colleges in 
that state, was closed down. Dis- 
illusioned, Bruce decided to return | 

to Canada to stay. 
The following September he en- 1 

rolled at Niplssing College of] 
Laurentian University. That year| 
he served as president of the Ni- 
plssing Students' Admlnlstrative| 
Council. 

While at Nlpissing, he met hls| 
future wife, Suzanne LeSleur,then 
a student nurse in her graduating! 
year at St. Joseph's Hospital in 
North Bay. They were married 
In Tem)skamtng~in October 1971, 

Bruce worked for INCO from 
September 1971 until August 1973. 
During the year 1972-73, he wor- 
ked at the mines on the night shift 
and took a full college year at 
Laurentian by day. During the past 
college year, he greatly enjoyed 
his single occupation as astudent.

College Council for 1974-75 is Peter Mer- 
rltt; the French Vice-President, Denyse 
Brunei; and the English Vice-President, 
Linda Conn* Any students registered in the 
U. of S. College may contact any one of the 
three above-mentioned people If difficulties, 
comments, or criticisms arise* The pur- 
pose of this Council is to pUn, and organise 
academic as well as social activities for the 

students. In addition, the aims of the U* of S. 
parallel those of Laurentian University In that 

the U. of S. has pledged Itself to the main- 
tenance and promotion of multt- cultural and 
multi-lingual activities both within and with- 
out the academic life of the College. 

The Residence Council consists of sixteen 
members, twelve of which are floor reps el- 
ected after residence life beings. These 
floor reps advise the Council of any griev-

The International Students' Or- 
ganization was formed about a few 
years ago on the campus of Laur- 
entian University to cater tothose 
persons of the University commu- 
nity who had come from another 
country, province or city and who 
were willing to participate In a 
social, educational and cultural 
exchange* The Organization thus 
serves as a platform where stu- 
dents with diverse socio-econo- 
mic backgrounds communicate 
with each other in an atmosphere 
of international brotherhood. We 
are affiliated to the Students' Ge- 
neral Association, the Sudbury 
Folk Arts Council and co-oper- 
ate in the work of the Experi- 
ment in International Living In 
Canada. We gain much support 
from the University and the Pres- 
ident is a member. 

Ari'V x *ifters, the main part of 
our activities focuses on the deve- 
lopment and understanding of cul- 
tures and of the problems facing 
people in other parts of the world. 
We do this in a number of ways, 
as will be noted when the events 
of International Week are des- 
cribed. However, it Is our busi- 
ness to assist new students in 
meeting Canadians, to introduce 
them to the social customs and to 
integrate them as quickly as pos- 
sible. This process begins even 
before their arrival, through our 
HWJo handbook which is sent to 
foreign students once they are 
accepted at Laurentian. This In- 
forms them of appropriate clo- 
thing, health Insurance plans, ex- 
change rates and the like, and 
mentioning our willingness to meet 



them at their point ,of entry and to 
conduct them safely. to campus. 
The very name of our Organi- 
zation suggests that it is totally 
International, Canadian and non- 
Canadian, and this is reflected In 
the composition of Executive with 
people from Canada and almost 
every continent on the globe. Mem 
bership has grown from 30 in 3971 
to 77 in 1972; last year we closed 
our membership at 225, 

Sudbury, like many other cities 

In Canada, is made up of a mosaic 
of cultures. We are only now bene- 
fitting from this rich reservoir 
and establishing the much needed 
rapport between the Ivory Tower of 
Laurentian and the Sudbury com- 
munity as a whole across the lake* 
It was with this in mind that the 
I.S.O. sponsor International Week. 
During this week, in co-operation 
with our friends In the community, 
we present such activities as will 
hlghllRht Canada's multi-culture 
and also draw attention, through 
Dims, speakers, etc* to the pro- 
blems of Development in the world 
today. There are exhibitions, na- 
tional dishes, multi-rellglous ser- 
vices, concerts, seminars/con- 
ferences, dances and the like.

From our meagre resourceswe 
attempt to assist those In need. 
At Christmas time we help the 
underprivileged people who lose 
their belongings, Oxfam (through . 
collections at meals), etc.. We 
also assist groups like CUSO In 
whatever way we can. 

During the last academic yeara 
delegation of 23, including mem- 
bers of the I.S.O., faculty, admin- 
istration and a member of the ex- 
ecutive of the S.G.A., paid a visit 
to Guyana, South America, as 
guests o! students of the University 
of Guyana and the Experiment in 
international Living In Guyana. 
We established a strong bond of 
friendship between the two uni- 
versities and signed a "Friend- 
ship Agreement"' to this effect. 
A delegation from the University 
of Guyana Students' Society will 
visit us in October/November to 
celebrate our Third Annual Inter- 
national Week with us (see letter 
on this page).

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Friendship Laurentian-Guyana pact 



The University of Guyana Students' So- 
ciety and the International Students 1 Orga- 
nization of Laurentian University, hereafter 
referred to as the contracting parties, 
SHARING a common desire to develop 
educational, cultural and social ties bet- 
ween the University of Guyana and Lau- 
rentian University, 

RECOGNISING the value of such links as 
being a part of education which will help 
us to understand our cultural and social 
values, and to appreciate those of others, 

FULLY AWARE of the contribution that this 
relationship will make towards improving 
our relations, both at the Uaiversity and 
national level, 

CONSCIOUS of the fact that as Student re- 
presentatives of relatively newly esta- 
blished Universities, much can be achiev- 
ed by student exchange and other such 
programmes and 

IN RECOGNITION of this friendly visit paid 
to Guyana by this group of twenty-two (22) 
students and faculty members for the 
period 22nd February to 4th March, 1974, 
have hereby agreed as follows;- 

ARTICLE I
